Says No Federal Matter. 
The 
Attorney 
General 
told 
the 
court that the case rested upon ques­ 
tions none of which involved m atters 
constitutional and could not be as­ 
sociated with a federal matter. The 
claims were that the 
lower 
court 
was without jurisdiction of the gov­ 
ernor in exercising his acts adminis­ 
trative or political. Other state offi­ 
cials, as in the court below, he said, 
were nominal, and if the court had 
no jurisdiction of the governor, then 
4t could have none as to the other 
officers, since the 
constitution 
re­ 
quired them to maintain their offices 
at the seat of governm ent It was the 
Attorney General’s idea that the init­ 
iative bill became effective as soon 
as a majority of the votes were in its 
favor, hence the governor, he said, 
was required to determine for him­ 
self where the seat of government 
was. Further questioning jurisdiction 
of the district court, he said the suit 
could not be brought in name of the 
state by the County Attorney, and, 
if he could bring it, he could not 
maintain it.

Probably the most 
active candidate in the list is “Swamp 
Campbell, candidate for clerk of the

Murray and Cruce 
will probably speak in every county 
and see one-fifth of the towns of the 
state. 
C. G. Jones is going to make an 
automobile canvass, finding trains too 
slow.

30.—Riding 
rought shod over the advice of Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt and disregarding the 
recommendations of Gov. Hughes, the 
Assembly today, In almost sensation­ 
al session, dealt what the leaders as­ 
sert is a death blow to direct primary 
legislation for this year and adopted 
a resolution calling for an adjourn­ 
ment tomorrow at half past 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 
No more splendid ly working bi­ 
partisan alliance ever was known in 
the lower house than that which mus­ 
tered eighty votes against direct pri­ 
maries as against sixty-three polled 
by the Hughes Assemblymen. 
Late tonight the same bi-partisan 
combination is at work in the sen­ 
ate, and there is strong indications 
that the Cobb direct prim ary 
bill, 
with the Agnew* amendments favored 
by ( ol. Roosevelt, will be slaughter­ 
ed. 
The legislative halls are filled 
with republican leaders from m ary 
sections of the state, working tooth 
and nail to corral votes. Friends of 
the measure told The News corres­ 
pondent that they can at the pres­ 
ent m uster only 
twenty-five votes. 
Twenty-six are necessary to pass the 
bill. 
The action of today is a direct slap 
at Mr. Roosevelt, 
who 
in 
several 
speeches on the floor of the Assem­ 
bly was censured direct and by in­ 
nuendo for stepping into the present 
situation after he had stated publicly 
that not for two months would he 
make any political statement or take 
any political action.

Conger, superintendent of the Anti­

enue officer, who has been asked to 
resign because of alleged corruption 
in granting federal liquor licenses in 
Oklahoma.

Howard, assistant under Simpson, re­ 
signing his position and the president 
commissioner of internal revenue, and 
the secretary of the interior asking 
Simpson to resign 
Simpson has re­ 
fused, and demands an explanation 
as to why they ask bis resignation. 
According to Mr. Conger, revenue 
officers have been aiding the bootleg­ 
gers in Oklahoma by means of fraud­ 
ulent entries, thus keeping many out 
of jail.

The first hint from the census de 
partm ent of the gains that the cen 


b u s will show of population in south 
w estern states puts Oklahoma ahead 
with a gain of 1,250,000 over the 1900 
count. 
This hint was given in 
a 
report 
made public by the Southern Com­ 
m ercial congress here Thursday. It 
deals with five southern states, and 
the com m ercial congress is pointing 
to Oklahoma’s gain with as much fer 
vor as any Oklahoma booster. 
The report says that 1910 census 
will 
show 
that 
the 
following 
fiv*> 
southern states will show the greatest 
gains in population in the following 
order: 
Oklahoma, 
Texas, 
Missouri, 
Georgia and Alabama. 
In 
nineteen 
hundred 
the 
federal 
census gave Oklahoma a population 
of 398,331 and Indian T erritory 392,- 
060, or a total of 790,391. Adding the 
estim ated gain Oklahoma now has a 
population of 2,040,391. The popula­ 
tion of the state at the time of state­ 
hood in 1907, was 1,700,000. This gives 
the state an increase of 340,391 in 
three years or approxim ately 110,000 
new residents a year since statehood. 
According to other estim ates com­ 
piled on governm ent reports Oklaho­ 
m a’s gain during the past ten years 
is only equalled or passed by one 
state in the union.
